PRACTICAL HUGGE8H0NS BY 
SOITHEASTERN CONFERENCE. 
The Southeastern Food Conference 
held last week at Atlanta, was call­ 
ed for the purpose of thoroughly dis­ 
cussing food conditions thst will exist 
during the war, with a view of the so­ 
lution of the many complex problems 
that will be presented. Carl V room an 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, was the principal speak­ 
er. 
The conference was attended by J. 
B. Cassells, of the Twin Cities, who 
went as the delegate of the Albany 
Board of Commerce. 
Mr. Cassells is 
so well known locally that his en­ 
dorsement of a project carries unus­ 
ual weight. For this reason, and be­ 
cause the Daily believes that 
the 
scarcity of food 
products 
demands 
that the southern farmer should raise 
an abundance of food for man and 
beast, a suggestion made by the con­ 
ference I*» printed for the benefit of 
readers of this newspaper. 
The suggestion is as follows: 


On the average one-horse farm 
In the South there 
should 
be 
planted in 1917, 6 acres in corn 
and velvet beans; 6 acres In cow 
peas for hay. to be followed by 
winter oais; not 
exceeding 
10, 
acres in cotton; 5 acre» in pea­ 
nuts to be crushed 
tor 
oil or 
grazed down by hogs; U acres in 
sweet potatoes to be followed by 
winter cover crops; II acres in 
alfalfa or crimson 
clover, 
cow 
peas or aoy beaus; 1 acre in truck 
crops, followed by hay or grazing 
crops far bogs; 10 acres should 
be set aside for 
pasturage 
for 
cows and hogs, I acre in orchard 
and ft acre in garden. This may 
be changed to suit local condi­ 
tion!. 


Ip Morgan county, of course, It 
would be well to vary this suggestion, 
wljich Is not lrop-clad, by the plant­ 
ing of a limited acreage of cotton. The 
staple will not only command a high 
pricj this fall, but iwill also be great 
ly needed in supplying the world’s 
demand for colthing. However, every 
farmer, and especially the small far­ 
mer, would do well to protect him­ 
self against the high prices that will 
prevail on foodstuffs by growing at 
home thotte essentials that will pre­ 
vent actual suffering and want. 


Representsiiive Britten, of lllliois, 
has introduced in congress a* resolu­ 
tion proposing that exemptlqn of nmr- 
iled men from military duty inder 
enjr future compulsory ^service leg­ 
islation shall not apply to those mar­ 
ried after April 1 this year, except 
under a special order by the secre­ 
tary of war. This is a bit of legisla­ 
tion that should appeal to men of all 
«lasses except the “skirt hiders.” It

POSTMASTERS 
ARE 
INFORMED 
THAT THEY CAN GET MEN FOR 
THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


Postmasters William E. Crawford 
of Decatur, and Claude McMillan o1 
Albany, have been officially informed 
that from now on they may secure 
men for the United States navy at 
well as the army. 
It was formerly the plan for post­ 
masters to secure recruits for the 
army only, but this has been changed 
now and the postoffices 
on 
Second 
avenue and Bank street are ready for 
applicants for both branches of the 
serv;:e. 
The nearest recruiting branch of 
the United States navy is at Hunts­ 
ville, but youths who desire to en­ 
list in the navy from here may now 
consult their postmaster. 
Th6se who desire to enlist in the 
United States army may do so at the 
postofficea or at the regular army re­ 
cruiting station on Bank street. 
A call for recruits for the navy was 
issued several weeks ago, so the full 
strength of 87,000 men may be ob­ 
tained. Of this number the navy now 
has about 75,000. 
No call for volun 
teers for the army has yet been is­ 
sued, but the army is accepting all 
men for the regular service who pasB 
the physical examination. 
The postmasters were officially no­ 
tified that when four to Beven men 
were received for enlistment, an offi­ 
cer will be sent from the navy re­ 
cruiting-office at Birmingham to get 
them. Men up to 35 years are accep­ 
ted. 
Men needed áre seamen, fire­ 
men, machinists, shipwrights, copper­ 
smiths, boilermakers, shipfltters. mu­ 
sicians, electricians, yoernen, bakers 
and hospital attendants. 


Most of us look upon the electric 
light meter with suspicion and dis­ 
trust. 
How little this delicate mech­ 
anism deserves such adverse criticism 
^nd calumny is best shown by the 
recent reports of the New York Pub­ 
lic Service Commission, which found 
only a very tew meters running too 
fast, out of ^several* hundreds exam­ 
ined, and not a tew runfitng far too 
slow, says the Electrical Advertiser. 


* The longer a meter Is used 
the 
slower It rutls. If common steel bear­ 
ings were used they would wear out 
»n a little time and the friction w-oulil 
slow up the meter and consequently 
the consumer would be paying for 
only a small fraction of the electrical 
energy really used. In ordnr that the 
meter shall be accurate there must be 
omctlcally nd friction In the bearings, 
'herefore the main bearings are all 
made of diamonds and sapphires. The 
liamond is Jibe hardest substance In 
lhe world and the sapphire is a close 
second. 
Bearings 
made 
of 
theae 
precious stones have a very long Ufe 
and although they originally 
cost 
more they are the cheapest In the 
long run. 
The largest manufacturer of electrh 
meters, the General Electric Company, 
does a'handsom e trade in precious 
atones, albeit none of the stones have 
^ny great value, although In the ag- 
'rwgate they amount to thousands of 
dollars yearly. 
It takes but a small 
‘ube an Inch long to hold $200 worth 
vf meter Jewels In the rough. 
The 
liamonds are being constantly shlp- 
*>ed from Brazil, Paris, London, Hol­ 
land and New Zealand. The sapphires 
come sewn in heavy canvas sacks 
rrom far away Ceylon. 
The tiay gear wheels of the meter 
-*re all made by automatic machinery 
vhlch turns them out in rapid suc- 
eaaton as nearly perfect as human 
ngenuity cah devise. 
Nearly, every householder stands 
-eady to convict the meter of dishon­ 
esty without a fair hearing, and it 
must be said in Its defense that the 
meter is just as honest as it can be 
made and when in the course of ftme 
the bearings begin to wear and the 
friction beginB to retard the ‘tiny 
meter the consumer really gets more 
stoctricity than he Is paying for. 
It is well enough for the consumers 
of electrical energy to bear in mind 
‘hat within thejron body of the meter 
is a little motor which begins to 
spin when the first lamp is turned and 
'ontinues to run until the last one Is 
turned off. 
With every additional 
’amp' the meter runs faster and faster, 
revolving the relentless dials which 
point the way for heavy light bills at 
the end of the month. By remember­ 
ing that the meter Is spinning and 
trying to make it go as slowly as 
possible by not burning 
any 
more 
lamps than necessary the amount of
